of the 
Idaho 
penitentiary and a

guards. 
T he ad jo urn m en t of his case will lie

NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


France, Spain and Great Britain Sign 
T reaties. 
Paris, J u n e 17.—The n ew s of the 
signing 
of treaties 
by F ra n c e 
and 
Spain and 
Great Britain and 
Spain 
m utually 
guaranteeing 
th e 
in­ 
tegrity of th e ir respective coasts and 
th eir in su la r and colonial possessions 
in the E a s t Atlantic and M ed iterran ­ 
ean, although at the tim e officially de­ 
nied, has been fully confirm ed by M.

Alexandria has a new road tool which I 
surpasses in eillciency the much talked 
of split log road drag.

number Is issued as an Identification 
of the products inspected and found 
to be manufactured and labeled in ac 
cordanee with the law.

the department of agriculture holds 
that it does not.
